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Sinee the and of 1947 the Yusoslav Naval Academy, located in Divulje near 
Split, has been under the direct jurisdiction of Navy Headquarters in Split. 
It vas transferred from Dubrovnik and at present there are 1,000 cadets 
attending the Academy. The followins vessels have been converted into 
training ships for the academy: 
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a. JaDRAL: motorschooner with three mists, comoletely renovated in 1948 at 
Boks Kotorska; 


». Torpedo boat T-5: old type, approximately 800 tons, built in 1916, 
renovated oa number of times, the last tine in Split in 1947-48. 


. Courses for Navy petty officers are held for the most part in lulj {Pola) 
jin the formor CREM school where courses for all categories except marine 
personnel are held. Marine courses are riven at Veljine, whereas only 
funnery courses are given at Boke Kotorska, The training ships for petty 
officer candidates are: 


a, LOSSOR: small yacht with two masts; 


tb. NeBCTSA: an old submarine of French construction, launched at Nantes 
in 1931, hot fit to submerfe since 1945 desnite many attempts to render 
it suitable; 


e. ITIONIR, an old minelayer, built in 1918 as part of German war reparaticns, 
launched at Kiel, Germany, entered into service in the Adriatic in 1919. 
General repeir work on the vessel was begun in 194€ in the Bcka Kotorska 
yards and lasted eight months. while makine these repairs it was decided 
not to replace the boilers as had been planned but rather to use the 
vessel for training purposes and as a tur for navy beats. 


3. Werchant marine training sehcols are located st Boka Kotorska, Dubrovnik 
and Buceart, Until 1945, all trainin: school sections were in Buccari. The 
achools do not have their own trainins ships but during the sumier the 
students are placed aboard sea-cgoing ships for two or three months. 
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4. Tho Yugoslav Navy has the following units: 


a. Two destroyers; the SPLIT which was under construction in Split when 
the war. broke out and now is in Rijeka. <Armanent: six 120 mom. suns and 
14 small anti-aireraft pieces of varied caliber, six torpedo tubes 553, 
in two sets of three. The other destroyer was received from Italy as 
reparations. It weighs approximately 1,300 tons; is armed with two 
gets of two 120 ma. naval suns, three Bofors 40 mn. guns and ten 
smaller caliber guns; two three-tube torpedo guns 533. Maximum speed, 
36 knots (sic). 


b. Two corvettes received fron Italy as reparations. Armament: three 
100 mm. guns; eight anti-airereft suns of varied caliber; four torpedo 
tubes in two sets of two. Speed approximately 22 knots. 


e, Two torpedo boats built in 1916, overhauled a number of tines and most 
recently in 1948 at Split. Armament: twe 100 mm. suns; two Bofors 
40 «am. guns and six others of varied caliber; four torpedo tubes 450. 
Laximum speed, 26 knots. 


a. ight gunboats, former United States motor torpedo boats, acquired in 
1945. «armament: one 40 mm. Bofors; twco 20 mn. single Oerlikons; two 
gets of two 13 mi. Liberator type suns; two 6 mn, Breda suns. Speed 
over 45 knots, equipped with three Packard aireraft mctors capable of 
2000 revoluticns per minute. Two torpedo tubes can he added to the 
armanent o 


e. Three eunbcats of German make and low efficiency. Armament: one 13 
ma. machine gun; one double-barreled 15 mm. gun; two 8 mn. Breda 7uns; 
two torpedo tubes 533. Maximum speed, 25 knots. 


f. Two motor torpedo boats built in Fortsmouth, Sneland in 1940, Armament: 
one 40 mm. Bofors; two double-barreled 15 mm. guns; two Breda 8 mm. muns; 
two torpedo tubes 533. Maximun speed, 26 knots. 


g@. One gunboat, Italian make. Armament: two double-barreled 13 mn. guns; 
one 20 mn. Oerlikon; two & mm. Breda; two aprineg-controlled tornado 
launching units. Speed over 40 knots. 


h. Three punboats of Yugoslav construction. Armament approximately identical 
to Italian counterpart. Launched in 1949. Motors of low efficiency with 
German Junkers airplane enrines and maximum apeed of 30 knots. Built on 
nodel of the United States motor torpedo boats. 


4. Three torpedo boats are in an advanced atare of constructicn at itijeka. 
One of these already has tested its motors which were puilt in westarn 


Germany. 


je «4 number of sunboats sre under construction but since they will be 
equipped with Junkers airplune motors they will not meet the mininum 
speed limit required. 


k. There are approximately ten other auxiliary vessels including: one 
ninelayer received as reparations from Italy; ancthar old minelayer of 
Low efficiency; a fea water and exs tankers; one ocean-oing tugboat 
and a number of smaller tugboats. 


1. Two midget submarines, German make, eentinually being overhauled in 
Pulj and considered useless. Until Late 1949 they ware tested on 
repeated occasions. according to the directer of the Naval academy, 
they are capable of only a minimum desree of efficiency. 


5. Yugoslav shipyards are located at: 


a. Pulj, which hae twc floating docks and one drydock. The shipyard has 
a high petential for construction work but is used only for repairing 
warships and merchant marine vessels. 
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b. Rijeka hss two shipyards and a tornedo-works which makes it of primary 
importance te Yureslevia. »arshinps and cargo boats are built and 
repaired. Torpedoes and mines ara built in the ter -edce-vorks where 
thare is a lack of precision instruments beeause of Law producticn. 


e, Split has a shipyard for cargo vessels. “arships ara not built there 
and few are renaired, The yard is acuippead with 4 floetin-e dock for 
vessels welehin=- up to 12,000 tons. A floatin~ dock is nov under 
repair at the vard. 


ad. Koreula Island hes a yard for the censtructicr: of munbouts ocuinped with 
Junkers mctors, The existence cf this yard is kapt hichl+ secret. 


@, JBoka Koterska is the site of an arsentl second in invortanece cnly to 
Rijeka. Jarships and auxilisry ships alone are repaired in this port 
whieh hus a floating dock. «A lares machine shon for the repair of 
artillery seapons and optical eaui--zent is located at Lepetano, near 
Boka Kotorska. 


f. Smaller shipyards fer the ecnstrueticn of small sehconers and fishing 
beats are Loented at Ferto Re, Lussinpiceolo and Lessina, 


At all of the aforamenticned shivyards tho eonstruction eapacity is high 

but there is a leck of Specislized verscnnel as well ae machinery ond nre- 
¢isicn instruments, Until the tine of the Coninfern rift, much material 
cane from the Soviet Union and Czechoslovaiie end eave satisfactory results, 
«hen imports from those ecuntries ceased, naval econstruction work was 
paralyzed. Toward the end of 1°48 the Yugoslavs began to build sone 
equipment such as motors for tu~boats but finally reverted to isportine from 
wastern Germany, Austria and Italy. These imports did not meet their 

noeds. The construction cf torpedo boats in Rijeke was abandoned, and 
similar incidents tock plaee ir all Shipyards end workshovs. 


Before the Cominforn rift, Navy sehcol texts vera exclusively reprints of 
Soviet books. iiany of the instructors nad attended the krenstadt Haval 
Academy, Since then the texts have reneinnad mora or less the same, whereas 
the instructors have sradually been raplaced by cfficers iho had served 

in the British fleat durine the war 


Upon returnine ey were assiennd to positions of 
minor importance, In their new assivnments, they have intredueed British 
texts and manuals in the clusses, The former instructors at this Academy 
have become instructors st the petty ofPiecars' school, in Pulj. As a nat 
result, eranter stress is no:: placed on learning Snelish than Russian. 
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
